'I’he time is Kraduall.v growing shorter and. while 
the- weather is more favorable than it was. tie- 
grouiKl is not .vet suffieientl.v th.awed out to i>ermit 
of outdiMir work. Trainers are fearful of a return 
of winter and will not change their methoils at the 
livst sign of sunshine, or change in the weather eon- 
ditioiis. pi-eferring to wait until indications are more 
IMisii ive iH-fore v.’iifuring outside. 

■’It l<M)ks as if the Kentmki.ans will have the bulge 
on us as regards forwardness of their st.ake eamli- 
dati-s." said Sanil.v MeXanghton. “Nolw>d.v has had 
a horse out .vet th.at 1 have seen, and it would !«• 
fy-olish to take them from under cover while the 
leather is so uncertain. All the horses are doing 
,Tinel.v at Helmoiit Park, in fair, were never lad ter to 
iii.v knowledge, hut the gnmnd is still unsafe and 
treacherous. To take a horse out now and give him 
Ills first preliminar.v wovk might do hir.i a lot of iu- 
.lur.v. esiH'ciall.v if he had to be put baok again dur- 
ing another spell of winter which might come along 
at an.v time. 

“If the better Weather shows an.v degree of 
permanenc.v, we will all lie out by the first week 
in March .and that will la- time enough to get ready 
for Pimlicx* and the early meetings here. Hut if 
the winter is prolonged, then all horses in thi.s sec- 
tion will be late.” 

FAITH IN TIPPITY WITCHET. 

In general eonvers.-ition regarding tlie Kentuck.v 
liertiy and Preakness |iros|s>ets, much faith is ls“- 
iiig placed in Tippit.v Witchet. on account of his 
eonfonnation and possibiliti(‘s of his being ready, 
while Kom«‘ of the other stars might la- a trifle 
short of work, due to ciircful pia'paration. 

Tippit.v Witchet is so small that he can be made 
bodil.v fit much quicker than the majority of 
horses. .Vrgnments in his favor to win one of the 
rich earl.v stakes are baseil in his abilit.v to go a 
long route, as well as carr.v weight. 

It is not tadieved though, th.it he wiil la-at horses 
like Pupp. l.iieiillite. Sun I’.riar or War Cloud later 
iu the ye;ir. In the first idace Paiqi is a giant 
horse ami Max ilirsch will not drum him to death 
to get him ready for grueling races in the e;irl.v 
spring. Henry McHaniel is not likely to push Snn 
Hriar tisi hanl and Sam Hildreth always rnns hi' 
horses pretty high in flesh in the spring. 

Walter .lennings ma.v have War Cloud read.v for 
ii hard race, but he will protiably !«• a little <-are- 
fnl in his preparation, owing to the nuinUo' of rich 
engagements he has and will have during the sum 
mer. Wiir Cloud is Isdieved b.v many to Is- the 
coming three-.i ear-old of the .vear and Mr. .lennings 
is also of that opinion, hence it is not iikel.v he 
will force him, unless he takes kindly to tlnit 
tis-atment. 

All the.se things eonsidereil. indications point to 
Tippit.v Witehet’s Ix-ing the most probable candidate 
so far as condition is concerinsl. He will also have 
the U-nefit of a winter at Charleston. 

These arguments naturally ai-e on the j>ros(H‘cts 
of entry of these pnmiising eligibles. When the 
day arrives for the running of the two rich stakes, 
then- ma.v la- some horse or horses so much im * 
provi-d .-mil so far ailvancisl in training, that these 
calculations will all la- upset.

Earl.v in the raeing eampaign .lulialeon was in tine form and au excellent young raee 
mare, but she trained off and did not do well in tlie autumn raeing. However, she won well for her 
stable h«-fore losing form. Cum Sah only eontrived to win oiii- raee. but that was the valuable Eastview 
Stakes at Emiiire City and be may turn out to bi- a resiieetably good tliree-year-old this year. The 
enviable record of the stable was:
